OUR RELATIONS WIM TIBET. 
ep — 

Lucluded in yester oad, was an jiter 
esting Blue Book, recently presented to 
both Houses of Parliament, giving Uhe story 
of our rekutions with Sibet since the closing 
months of 1889. The review of the situation, 
embodying the grievanees of the Indian 
Government against Tibet, with the pro- 


posal for stanission ty Lhasa, are summarised 
in the Indian Goverament’s despatch of the 
Sth January, ryo3, while the general allitude 
of his Majesty’s Gavernment_ is given in 
Lord George Hamilton's communication Of 
February 27th last year, But apart from the 
purely local cirewmstances whieh caused the 
Jacltan Government to desire to send an ex 

pedinon to Pibet, there appears to havesbeen 
growing up lorsome time past a suspicion of 
Russian interference tins the’ country, We 
gather from the Blue Book that the Russian 
question has heen the subject of a goad ‘deat 
of diplomatic conversation and) despatches 
between Lord: Lansdowne and the Russian 
Ambassador, as well as with the British 
Ambassador in St. Petersburg, On February 
rith, tyo3, Count Beackendorff called 
upon Lord Lansdowne and explained 
that there owas no reason whatever 
why the two Governments should have 
any trouble over UVibet. Russia had no 
political designs upon the country and, 
he presumed, that) Great Britain had 
not. (He admitted that it was unly 
natural that the Indian Government should 
desire tu promote Cadian trade in that coun 
try, and thought it right they should take 
Whittever Ingasures seemed to them neces: 
sary fur Mus purpose, During another con- 
versalion the very strong line taken ap by 
Lord Lansdowne in the matter was made 
apparent, After explaining to the Russian 
Ambassador the disturbing effect which any 
sudden display of Russian interest or activity 
in the regions immediately adjoining the 
possessions of Great Britain would have, 
Sword Lansdowne added, ‘as we were much 
more closely interested than Russia in ‘ibet, 
it followed thal, should there be any display 
af Russian activity in that country, we 


should be obliged to reply by a display of 
activily not only equivalent to, but ex. 
ceeding that made by Russia". Subse: 
quently, the Russian Ambassador gave 
Lord Lansdowne an otficial assurance that, 
although the Russian Guvernment had no 
designs whatever on the country, they could 
Nol remmun inditlcerent if the slates ga were 
seriously disturbed. Uhey were interested 
in the mtegmty of the Chinese Empire, of 
which, he sad they regarded Tibet as a 
part. The negotiations concerning the actual 
advance of the mission are also fully set 
forth in these Parlamenary papers. By 
reference to a telegram from the Secretary 
of State to the Viceroy, dated November 
6th, itis seca that the Home Government 
are nol prepared to acquiesce in an advance 
with the object of establishing a permanent 
mission at Lhasa ata distance which would 
be dangerous in consequence of the difficulty 
of communication with the Indian frontier. 
The permission to proceed to Gyangtse, 
which has been accurded, has involved 
a more considerable expenditure than that 
contemplated in the Indian Government's 
estimate forwarded on November qth, and it 


is held desirable, as the Russian frontier is 


so many hundred iniles distant from 
Lhasa—and therefore no question of con- 
flict of force with the Russians arises— 
that the employment of troops should be 
kept within the must moderate bounds, 
and that the interests involyed, so far as 
they affect Russia should be secured by 


diplomatic action. We gather from these 


despatches that no hostilé action must 
be taken by Colonel Vounghusband, the 
Brilish Commissioner, unless he is attack 


ed or finds that there is actual danger of his 
communications with his base being cut off 
by Tibetans. It is not likely, however, that 
there will be any fighting worthy of the term; 
for, some fifteen years ago, the Titiétans were 
so thoroughly beaten and cowed that the 
lesson can hardly have been forgotten. Our 
main object will.be attalned if arrangements 
are made fora firm alliance with Tibet and
